Regulates Distribution of Income From
*  Castros’ Customs Department.
Washington, July 26.—Norman Ilnteli
inson, in charge of the American lega-
tion at Caracas, Venzuela, has cahled
the department of state that the Ven-
zuelan congress pasacd a new law pro-
uMting the distribution of income from
customs, It issfigured that twenty five
million bolivars will be the maxooun
income, sixtesn millions from La Guara,
and Pyerto Cabello and nine milliuns
from all other ports.
